Chairmen  and  Gentlemen, 

The  period  embraced  by  this  report  is  the  13  weeks  ended 
30th  June,  and  the  calculations  are  estimated  upon  a population  of 
98,511  for  the  whole  Borough. 


The  number  of  births  registered  was  444  (boys  245,  girls 
199),  giving  a rate  of  18*09  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
per  annum,  against  a rate  of  24*11  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of 
last  year,  and  an  average  rate  of  23*78  for  the  corresponding  pre- 
vious five  quarters.  In  the  Marsh  district  the  deaths  exceeded  by 
nine  the  number  of  births. 


The  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  numbered  375  (males 
200,  females  175),  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  per  1,000 
inhabitants  of  15*28.  This  mortality  is  the  lowest  yet  recorded  for 
the  second  quarter  of  any  year.  The  next  lowest  occurred  in  1890, 
when  the  death-rate  was  16*44  per  1,000.  The  district  death-rates 
ranged,  in  round  figures,  from  10  in  Fartown  to  18  in  Marsh.  Of 
the  total  number  of  deaths,  68  were  registered  amongst  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  of  153  per 
1,000  living  births,  as  compared  with  170  the  average  mortality  of 
the  previous  five  years  during  the  corresponding  period.  The 
deaths  of  persons  over  60  years  of  age  numbered  103  (27*4  per 
cent  of  the  entire  mortality),  of  which  number  13  had  reached  80 
years  of  age. 


Our  relative  position  with  the  previous  two  years,  and  also  with 
the  mortality  in  the  33  large  towns,  is  exhibited  in  the  following 
table.  Only  twice  during  the  13  weeks  did  our  death-rate  exceed 
the  average  of  these  towns.

The  seven  commoner  infective  diseases  caused  39  deaths, 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  1*59  per  1,000,  against  0-99  in  the  corres- 
ponding period  last  year.  Although  this  is  an  increase,  yet  it  com- 
pares favourably  with  1*52,  the  average  death-rate  of  the  preceding- 
five  years,  and  with  2-55,  the  rate  in  the  33  large  towns  for  the 
second  period  of  this  year. 


Of  140  cases  notified  as  infectious  (against  215  last  year), 
small-pox  contributed  2,  scarlet  fever  107,  enteric  fever  5,  typhus  1, 
diphtheria  9,  others  16. 

The  two  cases  of  small-pox  occurred  in  male  members  of  the 
tramp  class,  aged  43  and  32  respectively.  Both  of  them  have  been 
fairly  vaccinated,  but  not  re-vaccinated.  One  of  them  came  from 
Burnley,  where  it  is  highly  probable  he  caught  the  infection,  inas- 
much as  he  had  been  in  close  proximity  to  a case  there.  He  then 
went  to  Bradford,  and  there  the  rash  appeared  on  his  face.  He 
then  proceeded  to  Halifax,  and  slept  one  night  in  the  casual  ward, 
and  came  on  to  Huddersfield  and  lodged  in  a common  lodging-house 
on  Thursday  night.  Next  day  he  was  spotted  by  a constable  and 
quickly  isolated.  This  is  another  illustration  of  the  unfairness  of 
allowing,  without  let  or  hindrance,  these  walking  vehicles  of  infec- 
tion to  roam  about  the  country  and  cause  trouble  amongst  a com- 
munity who  has  wisely  taken  advantage  of  the  all  but  absolute 
safeguard  of  proper  vaccination.  A melancholy  fatal  case  has  just 
occurred,  in  which  a prominent  anti-vaccinator  has  lost  a fine 
daughter  aged  16  years,  and  who,  I hear,  was  unvaccinated. 


Scarlet  fever  cases  show  a slight  decrease.  The  past  quarter 
afforded  several  examples  of  thoughtless  carelessness  of  parents  and 
guardians  in  not  taking  reasonable  steps  to  ascertain  the  nature  of 
the  disease  wherever  an  eruption  and  peeling  of  the  skin,  accom- 
panied by  slight  sore  throat,  occurred.  Until  parents  are  more 
careful  about  first  cases  in  their  families,  and  not  stow  away 
infected  garments  without  effectual  disinfection  we  shall  always  be 
subject  to  localised  outbreaks  such  as  we  have  experienced  lately. 

Whooping  cough  killed  19  little  patients,  of  whom  only  one 
was  over  five  years  of  age.  Measles,  which  have  been  prevalent, 
and  specially  in  the  Marsh  district,  claimed  two  victims,  both 
under  five  years. 

Enteric  fever  was  fatal  in  three  cases.  These  were  sporadic, 
most  probably  due  to  the  infection  of  unsanitary  conditions  near  or 
in  the  houses  affected. 

Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  were  responsible  for  74 
deaths  (3’oi  per  1,000  persons),  while  consumption  contributed  35 
deaths,  equivalent  to  1*43  per  1,000  living. 

Amongst  paupers  and  home  patients  of  the  Infirmary  239 
cases  have  been  intimated  to  this  office.  These  included  16  cases 
of  rheumatism,  13  of  consumption,  69  of  diseases  of  the  breathing 
organs,  &c.,  with  one  case  ofplumbism. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  Birkby  Hospital  was  94, 
all  of  them  suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  and  equal  to  897  per  cent 
of  the  cases  reported. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  houses  and  schools  have  been  visited, 
and  of  these  107  have  been  disinfected,  while  2,624  articles  have 
been  passed  through  the  steam  disinfector  at  Birkby. 

With  regard  to  the  mortality  amongst  infants,  66  cases  have 
been  investigated,  and  also  34  deaths  from  consumption. 

Sanitary — This  is  best  displayed  in  tabular  form,  and  the  tables 
containl  much  interesting  information.  I should  like  to  mention, 
and  this  will  give  some  idea  of  our  daily  work,  that  in  the  scaveng- 
ing department  alone  there  is  daily  removed  an  average  of  100  tons 
of  ashpit  refuse,  1,535  tubs  are  emptied  and  washed,  about  13  tons 
are  removed  daily  from  the  streets,  beside  fish-shop  refuse  and 
slaughter-house  offal.  Some  grumbling  has  been  occasioned  by  the 


charge  made  for  trade  refuse  by  the  Sanitary  Department,  but  few 
recognise  the  charge  as  a means  of  making  shopkeepers  and  others 
burn  as  much  as  possible  in  their  own  fireplaces  so  as  to  lessen  the 
ashpit  refuse  output.  It  is  noticeable  in  the  table  that  only  393 
applications  were  made  to  empty  ashpits,  and  the  surprisingly  low 
number  of  34  amongst  a total  of  nearly  16,000  tubs,  which  were 
emptied  on  119,729  occasions  during  the  13  weeks. 

The  special  survey  of  the  Longwood  district  has  not  yet  been 
concluded. 

Cowsheds  have  occupied  much  attention,  as  many  as  243 
having  been  visited,  and  most  of  them  have  complied  with  the 
rules  as  to  whitewashing.  Owing  to  cases  of  small-pox  appearing 
throughout  Yorkshire  and  Lancashire  all  show  vans  (46)  have  been 
closely  inspected,  and,  with  one  exception,  all  the  inmates  were 
found  free  from  illness. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  complain  of  the  emission  of 
smoke  from  engines  while  standing  near  the  New  North  Load 
Bridge,  and  promises  have  been  given  to  remedy  this  nuisance.
